Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner will reconsider the case based on the arguments of 
the applicant's representative presented at the interview and in the response received 14 Nov, 2003. The substance of 
said arguments is that the secondary reference (Fimn, US 170,542) relied upon by the examiner in rejecting 
independent claim 41 and dependent claims 42-46 and 49-56 in fact teaches away from the combination of references 
made by the examiner. Applicant's representative has agreed to cancel claim 44, as the claimed subject matter is not 
sufficiently described in the specification. 
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
